A WISE DECISION. 


The railroad wage controversy which, after repeated 


postponement, seemed to bo. being hastened to a crisis 
by the approaching return of the roads to pr.ivatc 
ownership, has again, been slowed down. There is ev- 
ery reason to believe that In accepting the president's 
proposals for adjustment the leaders,will be approved 
by .the membership. At any rate the danger of a labor 
crl.sls on the .eve of the release from governmental con- 
trol has been averted. The one problem at a time will 
be sufficient to test all the ability that can be'brought 
to bear upon Its solution, without being complicated by 
the other. 


• Unthinkable as a general interruption of transpor- 
tation through a labor controversy ought to be, past 
adjustments have given no assured method of amicable 
settlement that promised a permanent basis of solution. 
The very settlements in turn started a new series of 
conditions that Inevitably led to a .repetition of the 
problem. This was frankly recognized all around. The 
new proposals, If properly understood, aim. at a scien- 
tific basis of adjustment on ascertained facts and rela- 
tionships, thus setting- up machinery, that should be of 
permanent value. 


In these nation-wide utilities, upon which the very 


life of the nation depends, their uninterrupted opera- 
tion Is of first consequence. ' At the same time this.op- 
eration should not ask more from those concerned'in 
the operation, on either side, than they should reason- 
ably -be expected to give. 
T1U& implies that some 


method of ectultable adjustment must be supplied which. 
will protect alike the interests of all three factors, the 
public, the companies and the employes. That is the 
purpose of the proposed method which appears to have 
been approved by the men's leaders as a fair experi- 
ment. Some s.uch plan for rational adjustment must 
bo found.
